INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.. W — 
Daniel J. Tobin, an Irish-born 
wagon driver whu Became one of 
the most powerful figures in Amer­ 
ican labor as president of the AFL 
Teamsters Union, died last night 
at the age of 80. 
Tobin had bossed the Teamsters 
for 45 years, the longest reign in 
organized labor’s history, and had 
been a power in the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations.

KEY CALIFORNIA — President Eisenhower’s illness 
has given the Democrats for the first time in his tenure 
a solid notion they have a good, rather than slim, chance 
to win the presidency in 1936. Where the leaders were 
secretly skeptical they could defeat Elsenhower, they 
are optimistic now they can whip “some Republican” 
running as his successor. 
To put it unpleasantly but realistically, President Ei­ 
senhower could — as all men — die; he could refuse to 
run on health grounds; he could resign for the same rea­ 
son before his present term ends. 
In all three contingencies, California emerges as a 
crucial state; a fact which accounts for the furious 
maneuvering under way there. 
At the GOP conven­ 
tion next August its 70 delegates will be second only 
to New York in voting power, and on a par with Penn­ 
sylvania’s 70. 
California is no less vital to the Democrats, and *o the 
Split between Democratic hopefuls Stevenson and Harri- 
man. 
New York's Tam m any leader Carmine DeSapio 
was on the coast building fences for Harriman with the 
regular party leaders, and had seemed successful — un­ 
til a long list of prominent rank-and-filers chose the 
moment to announce for Stevenson. 
California's Attorney-General Edmund G. Brown, the 
only Democrat holding a statewide office, and conse­ 
quently party power, also is talked of as a potential run­ 
ning mate for Stevenson. 
Meanwhile, a lot of Californians still think Tennessee’s 
Estes Kefauver, who won the California Democratic 
delegation in 1952, got a raw deal at the convention’s 
end. 
And finally, on the basis of recent statements, former 
President Truman, who is determined to have a hand in 
the Democratic campaign, can be interpreted either as 
favorable to Harriman or Stevenson; he definitely does­ 
n ’t cotton to KefauvCr. So for the Democrats, too, the 
all-important California a t the moment is anybody’s 
turmoil.

Nixon is technically in the lead. He has gained political 
aavvy the last two years; he has made good foreign and 
domestic speaking impression; has carefully avoided in­ 
vading Ike's spotlight, and since the President’s illness 
has won unmistakable Eisenhower approval as tempor­ 
ary leader of the Cabinet. Should Nixon succeed to the 
presidency, he would be farther out front for 1956. And 
should Ike voluntarily resign, it could not but constitute 
an almost unbeatable indorsement for the GOP conven­ 
tion. 
. 
Unfortunately, California’s earlier best known son 
and Republican is in a position where he cannot with 
propriety speak. 
He is Chief Justice Warren, who of 
neccessity is taking no part in the West Coast manuev- 
ering but who could in a party stalemate become the 
object of an irresistable and possibly winning draft. 
There are many objective Republicans who hope de­ 
voutly it will so hapoen if Ike steps down. 
Nixon's new stature has not curbed the California 
p arty ’s in-fighting. 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight frankly 
yearns for the nomination, and is striving for a delega­ 
tion that w ill support him as a favorite-son candidate. He 
balked at a compromise, pro-Nixon delegation and thus 
won the opposition of the latter's backers. 
Knight, in 
print, has taken a surprisingly frank and dim view of 
Nixon. 
The split automatically increases the political weight 
of Senator William F. Knowland, another Californian 
who was regarded as a m ajor White House potential 
until he began throwing barbs at the Eisenhower for­ 
eign policy. He likes both Nixon and Knight; therefore 
he m ay hold the deciding voice in a fight, or may him­ 
self emerge as compromise heir to the California dele­ 
gation vote at the Republican convention. His decisive 
role could do much to offset the support he lost by his 
anti-administration moves. 
So sunny California shapes up as a battleground be­ 
clouding to unique extent both '56 campaigns if Ike 
does not run. On the GOP front Nixon is in a strategic 
apot but vulnerable, Warren is immobile but potentially 
formidable, and Knight and Knowland both are in posi­ 
tion to deliver surprises. Meantime, the top Democrats 
Stevenson and Harriman are in the strange stance of 
outlanders battling for a far-away vote, assisted by a 
distant DeSapio and Truman whose potencies in the 
contested state are still unknown.

These are the peculiar hazards 
that result from their occupation 
in changing from an increased or 
high pressure of compressed air 
at the bottom of their workings into 
the ordinary atmosphere. 


MAN. WHEN HE EXISTS on the 
surface of the earth, is in a state 
of fair equilibrium with the atmos­ 
phere. As he descends into the 
bowels of the earth, even as these 
workers do, he has. according to 
the solubility laws, more gas dis­ 
solved into hia body tissues and 
fluids. 
Thus, when he has spent time 
under compressed air he may not 
return 
to ordinary 
atmospheric 
pressure without taking account 
o( the gas that will be liberated at 
the surface lower pressure, partic­ 
ularly from the blood plasma and 
the fatty tissues of the body. 


WHEN 
RAPID 
decompression 
is thus allowed, coming from the 
depths, upward to the surface, 
gas bubbles form m the blood ves­ 
sels, they block the small vessels, 
and accumulate in fatty m aterial, 
in muscle sheaths, in hone m ar­ 
row and other tissues under the 
skin. If the bubbles make their way 
into the brain, various types of 
paralysis or disfunction of the cen­ 
tral nervous system may occur. 
When the bubbles collect in the 
muscle sheaths, frequently in the 
small of the back there is ex­ 
cruciating pain, and the staggers 
oi bends occur. 
Individuals who have suffered 
such an experience must be re­ 
turned to a decompression tank 
which is always kept at the site 
of their employment, and in which 
tank high pressure can be again 
created to cause these bubbles to 
be absorbed. Now, with very gradu­ 
al dropping of the pressure to the 


normal while they remain in the 
tank for a period of spveral hours, 
the gas will not reform as bubbles, 
and they will be freed of their 
symptoms. 


MEDICAL 
SCIENCE 
has 
de­ 
creed the careful examination of 
individuals applying for such jobs 
to m ake certain that no sinus dis- 
easo or middle ear infection, heart 
or lung disease is present. It has 
also become necessary to build 
complete decompression u n i t s , 
which are large steel cylinders, 
also called a manlock. and which 
will hold approximately 20 men 
at one time while they are being 
compressed going down to work, 
and decompressed coming out of 
the 
underground 
workings. 
All 
these individuals carry tags about 
their necks which indicate, in the 
event that they should suffer an 
attack of the bends, how the indi­ 
vidual is to be removed to a com- 
pi essiop-decompression 
tank 
as 
quickly as possible from the site 
of their work. 
It is rather rare today to have 
a fatality in this work. The Sand 
Hogs are now carefully examined, 
carefully 
supervised, 
and 
their 
health is maintained in this haz­ 
ardous occupation.

Its purpose is to provide U.S.

“ It is the position of the U.S. 
that

East-West must be based on So­ 
viet willingness to agree to in­ 
creased contact between the coun­ 
tries of the West and the satel­ 
lite countries.

W HEN YOU look around for 
the answers to your problems in 
shot-making and aconng it will 
pay you to check up on wriat ac­ 
tion, Chances are you are slight- 
ng, possibly omitting, this awing 
essential. 
You may do so without being 
fully aware of it or you may do 
it through underestimating the 
valua of wrist action In your 
swing. In either case th« slight­ 
ing or om itting greatly lowers the 
efficiency of your swing. It is 
comparable to writing with pen or 
pencil fastened to your elbow. 
Among other things the proper 
bending of the wrists affords a 
smooth blending of backswing and 
downswing, also a hinge-like ac­ 
tion between the arm s and the 
club which is vital in producing 
the ciubhead speed needed for 
striking force and accuracy. 
•' * • 
EVERY GOLFER, • in every 
shot, needs more or less of the 
proper wrist bend. When the 
wrists do not bend properly the 
prayer m ust compensate for this 
by extra movements of his arms, 
shoulders or hips. I explained alt 
of this to Paul McGuire, because 
hie awing showed a tendency to 
slight the bendiqg of the wrists 
at the top of the backsw ing. This 
happened mainly through his ef­ 
forts to keep his left wrist quite 
Arm in the backswing and down- 
awing. 
The lin,e between firmness and 
tightness often is too fine to 
recognize under the stress of com­ 
petition. Since Paul is gifted with

Oldest Active Pilot in U.S. 
Used to Drive Stagecoaches 
By PHIL GA1.LISHAW 
A 93-year-old flying great-grand­ 
father, only man to have delivered 
United States mail on a stagecoach 
out of Dodge City, Kansas, braving 
outlaw guns and Indian arrows, 
and then to fly the United States 
mail helicopter speeding air mail 
around Southern California, spent 
the week visiting his daughter's 
family in the Village. 
James W. "Dad'' Montee and his 
friend Zaddie Bunker are both 
great-grandparents, but their fly­ 
ing backgrounds arc entirely dif­ 
ferent. They met while on the Holi­ 
day on Wings celebration in Ari­ 
zona. 
Where Zaddie obtained her pilot's 
license about three years ago, 
"Dad" was flying long before pi­ 
lot’s licenses were thought of. 
HE WAS INSTRUMENTAL in 
the passage of federal laws which 
instigated licensing. The' soaring 
nonagenarian, who has piloted 
every type of plane from a Jenny 
to a twin- jet-powered speedster, 
was in 1921 appalled by the lack 
ot safety rules governing the barn­ 
storming circus pilots of World 
War I training. 
Three years later, Montee’s per­ 
sistence got some laws through 
Congress. They concerned pilots' 
physical condition, pilots' logged- 
hours required before flying pas­ 
sengers and teaching students. 
In 192#, Major General Patrick 
sent a plane to Clover Field. Santa 
Monica, and Montee left his base 
ot operation there momentarily to 
be flown back to New York. His 
flight, as a civilian in an Army 
plane, was the first such in the 
history of the armed services. 
GENERAL PATRICK asked the 
flier, then 64 years old, to inspect, 
for safey, all planes at Clover 
Field. 
Patrick felt that if Montee, who 
was so enthusiastic about safety, 
would do that, then maybe the 
precedent set would start the Army 
on the same plan, and eventually 
force Congress to pass laws re­ 
quiring the inspection of planes 
and pilots. 
In the Spring of 1927, riding on 
the momentum of Montee s volun­ 
tary inspection, the law requiring 
pilots to be licensed was passed. 
Montee and two other , pilots look 
their test in JN-4s, and won their 
legal wings, among the first pilots 
licensed in the world. 
TODAY, MONTEE is the only 
one left who is still piloting. 
His 93rd birthday was celebrated 
in usual fashion — usual for Mon­ 
tee:A flight in a new Acronca Cham­ 
pion topped off quite a respectable 
record. It was the 54th differently 
designed plane he had piloted,
